(SPORT RUSSIAN DEFEAT 


From Turkish War Office- 


Statement Says Three of 
Czar's Cavalry Regiments 
Were Involved — Several 
Minor Engagements Re 
ported Along Coast of 
Asia Minor. 


French positions near Hill 304 in 


the Verdun sector west of the Meuse 
were subjected to violent bombard- 
ment last night. It was an operation 
similar to those which usually pre- 
cede infantry attacks and indicates 
that the next phase of the German 
assault on 
Verdun 
may 
develop 


shortly. 


East of the river there is recru- 


desence of activity on the part of tha 
Germans, although no heavy actions 
are recorded in the ^official French 
communication today. 


A small attack on French posi- 
tions south of Douaumont in 
the 


part of the line where some of the 
heaviest fighting of the Verdun cam- 
paign has taken place, is said by the 
French war office to have 
been re- 


pulsed. 
Along various sections of 


the front east of the river the artil- 
lery was more active. 


The Turkish war office reports the 


defeat of three Russian cavalry regi- 
ments by a mixed force of Persians 
and Turks in Persian Armenia. Sev- 
eral minor engagements 
have oc- 


curred along the coast of Asia Minor 
between cost defences and warships, 
one of which is said to have 
been 


hit. 


The extent of the damage to ship- 


ping-of the entente allies, since the 
inauguration of the 
new 
German 


submarine campaign is indicated by 
an official statement from the Ger- 
man admiralty. 
It is said that in 


March eighty trading vessels of hos- 
tile nations with an aggregafe ton- 
nage of 207,000 were sunk by Ger- 
man submarines or by mines. 


On the Russian front the German 


statement says, the troops of Field 
Marshal Von Hindenburg engaged in 
several small battles. Further south \ 
the Russians advanced detachments 
against Prince Leopold's forces. 
In 


every instance the Russians are re- 
ported to have-been unsuccessful. 


In Mesopotamia where the Brit- 


ish forces under General Lake which 
are attempting to relieve the army 
under siege at Kut-el-Amara 
were 


defeated a week ago, 
the 
British 


have won a 
victory. It was an- 


nounced that the Turkish lines on 
the south bank of the Tigris were 
forced back from one and a half to 
three miles.

Unexpected Fire Alarms Sound; 


Children Show State Official 


Results of Efficient Drills 


That the Newark school children 


are well prepared 
to escape 
from 


fires in any of the buildings, 
was 


demonstrated this morning, when un- 
expected fire alarms were sounded 
in the 
High school 
and 
Central 


school buildings. 


The alarms were sounded by Fire 


Chief Louis Bausch 
acting 
under 


orders from Burt B. Buckley, state 
fire marshal. The tests were made 
In the presence of assistant fire mar- 
shal, J. C. Brister and two 
news- 


pap'er men. 
Although the system at the High 
school is not exactly what the state 
fire marshal recommended, yet Mar- 
shal Bri»ter complimented both Sup- 
erintendent Wilson Hawkins and 
Principal O. 3. Barnes on the prompt- 
ness in emptying the building. While 
not using the fire escapes this morn- 
ing, tbe entire enrollment of over 
TOO pupils from 26 rooms, were out- 
aide of the building in Just 3 1-2 
minute* after the alarm was sound- 
ed.Marshall 
Brister 
recommended 
that an individual fire bell be In- 
stalled at the building and operated 
by a wire cable, which would ring 
the bell on each of the three floors. 
The present system is operated elec- 
trically and Mr. Brtater pointed out 
the danger, of the electricity not 
working.

In 
Just 1 minute and 30 seconds, every 
pupil in the building was in the front 
yard of the school. 


At the time the alarm 
sounded, 


Miss Cora Haughey, principal 
and 


six teachers were holding a meeting. 
The children hearing the first tap of 
the bell, left their seats'in an order- 
ly manner and started down the fire 
escapes on the east and west side of 
the building, while a great 
many 


filed out the front door. 


The enrollment of the 'Central 


school was 460 pupils and they occu- 
pied 12 rooms. 


Marshal Brister paid Miss Houghey 


a great compliment 
when he said 


the Central school system, was one 
of the best he had ever seen. He 
said he found that where 
women 


were In charge of the schools 
the 
fire drills were on a higher plane, 
than where men were in charge.

F. G. Raymond's First Lecture 


"Wake up and get up," was the 


slogan offered to Newark people last 
night by Frank 
Jewell Raymond, 


business evangelist, who addressed 
a thousand or more Newark business 
men and their employes at the High 
school auditorium on 
the 
subject 


"Making Good in 
Business." 
Mr. 


Raymond was brought to Newark by 
the Merchants 
Association after he 


had delivered an impressive address 
at the annual banquet of the associ- 
ation several weeks ago. 
Mr. Ray- 


mond was introduced by John C. 
Kreig, after the High school orches- 
tra under Prof. C. W. Klopp 
had 


rendered a 
half 
hour's 
program 


which was liberally applauded. 


Mr.R aymond, carrying his hat and 


overcoat, stepped to the front of the 
stage and announced "I am going to 
talk to YOU about YOU and as a re- 
minder that what I say to YOU ap- 
plies just the same to ME, I'll place 
my coat and hat on this chair. What- 
ever I say, please remember, "they 
fit Raymond.\" 


Then he proceeded to dissect men 


and women in business and to expose 
to those in the audience their weak- 
nesses. No one could deny the weak- 
nesses the speaker exposed.- They 
are every-day shortcomings found in 
the lives of all of us but when pre- 
sented with the 
colorings 
of Mr. 


Raymond's skillful brush, they took 
on a new and ghastly appearance and 
were presented in all their useless- 
ness as examples of what not to do 
and not to be. 


"The mind has six sources of in- 


formation," he said, naming the five 
senses. "The sixth is intuition which 
is knowledge gained without process 
of reasoning. 
I like to think of the 


mind divided 
into 
three 
depart- 


ments, where the information is re- 
ceived, where it is stored away for 
future use and where it is worked 
into useful ideas. Our eyes and ears 
are the means of obtaining informa- 
tion which is placed in the store- 
house of our minds, to be drawn up- 
on for raw material to be used in 
the mind's workshop. The workshop 
can't run without raw material and 
the material won't be there if the 
eyes and ears are not open contin- 
ually to receive the information to 
he stored away. 


"We begin to get wise, when we 


find out just how little we know. 
Then we can overcome our 
weak- 


nesses by development of mental and 
physical 
strength. 
The 
mental 


strength comes by keeping 
contin- 


ually awake. 
The physical strength 


comes from the proper care of the 
body." 


Mr. Raymond emphasized the fol- 


Ty of rushing through life just a lit- 
tle behind time, at the cost of ones 
physical well being. 
He told 
how 


the average man or woman, when 
awakened by the alarm clock, takes 
another snooze, 
then arises 
late, 


rushes to the breakfast table gulps 
down his food then rushes to work 
tired out—and rests after he get* 
there. He dwelt upon the value of 
plenty ol water, "When you wart 


utL 5*.* 


your face m the morning, wash the 
inside of your neck, too," he said. 


He urged employes to keep their 


eyes open to 
the 
change in stock 


locations so the buyer is continually 
impressed that the clerk or employe 
knows his business. He scored those 
clerks who find subjects outside of 
the business of more interest 
for 


discussion than the business itself 


"The way to get ahead and 
stay 


ahead is to use 
your head," 
he 


shouted. "It's not so much the work 
you do, it's the way you do it," he 
continued. 


Then he considered the subject of 


the employer. He 
asked, 
"H«w 


many of you misrepresent or exag- 
gerate in your advertisements, your 
selling or other 
business?" and he 


recited a little poem, "Swat the Lie " 


He had some things to say of the 


self-satisfied 
individual. He des- 


cribed such persons as suffering from 
"know-it-all-itis" which he said was 
appendicities of the mind. "You can 
cure appendicitis with an operation," 
he said, "but the 
other has to be 


knocked out. It's not 
what you 


know, that counts. 
It's what you 


use of what you know and the way 
you use it." 


He has something to say regard- 


ing prejudices and their relation to 
success. 
He condemned prejudices 


of all sorts, particularly the regious 
prejudices. 
"If your religion isn't 


big enough to allow you to be char- 
itable to the

The necessity for courtesy in busi- 


ness was another feature on which 
he dwelt at some length

ordinance 


franchise to furnish electric energy 
for the village. After discussion the 
matter was referred to the inspec- 
tion committee for 
final 
decision. 


Mayor Coons is authority for 
the 


I statement that the village 
officials 


i are to visit the plant of 
the 
Ohio 


Light and Power company at 
New- 


ark this evening in order to familiar- 
ize themselves with the equipment 
ot the company. 


The line is to be extended to Mt. 


Vernon, Fredericktown. Fremont and 
Fostoria, and this will be about the 
only opportunity Granville will have 
to secure such service. 
In case 


Granville grants the franchise, 
the 


company will run high tension lines 
west of the Newark corporation and 
will establish a sub-station east of 
Granville. 
If the franchisa is not 


granted, the lines will be run east 
of Newark in which case this fair 
village will be permanently cut off 
from the Ohio Light and Power com- 
pany for this utility. 
The granting 


of the franchise places no obligation 
upon the Granville taxpayer, unless 
ho utilizes the electric, current in his 
own home, in which case, of course, 
he would pay for it as he pays for 
his gas or his coal. 


Council will meet again next Tues- 


day evening when the proposed elec- 
tric light franchise will he definitely 
settled.

behind deafness 


and susceptibility to other diseases, 
it is not a thing to be fooled with.

Diplomacy Or War? 


(Philadelphia Record.) 


We have no quarrel with the per- 


sons who are denouncing the Presi- 
dant for inefficiency if they will only 
come out from a fog 
of 
abusive 


wordi and say plainly what ought to 


have been done, what ought to be 
done now. Diplomacy has been em- 
played. 
Joseph Cuoate admits that 


the President has done 
everything 


that can be done 
by the English 


language, but the English language 
he sa>s. is not the best weapon to 
use under present 
conditions. 
If 


the President has done all that can 
be done by diplomacy, then only war 
remains, and the Republicans ought 
to stop throwing bricks at the Presi- 
dent, or admit that they wish war 
Which v»ill they have—diplomacy or 
war? 


Our foreign relations are not satis- 


factory to anybody. 
Republican or 


Democrat. 
But, then, there is no 


country in the world whose foreign 
relations are satisfactory. 
Nothing 


could be worse than the foreign re- 
lations of the belligerent nations. As 
to the neutral nations, Holland, Den- 
mark. Sweden, Norway and Switzer- 
land ha\e been constantly complain- 
ing of their foreign relations, but not 
one of them has yet undertaken to 
imprme them by sumstituting war 
for diplomacy. 


David J. Hill ought to use the lan- 


guage of intelligence and discrimina- 
tion because he has been an Ambas- 
sador, and because he has written a 
voluminous history of diplomacy. He 
must be thoroughly aware 
of 
the 


fact that diplomacy often fails to se- 
cure what is desired and in that 
case a Go\ eminent foregoes what it 
wishes, or it resorts to war. Now, 
suppose it be admitted that diploma- 
cy has failed to afford us what we 
desire and claim as a right; will Dr. 
Hill tell us whether he wishes the 
countrv to go to war. 
We have lost 


our prestige, he says. Possibly that 
is true but it is not due to 
the 


President or the Secretary of State; 
it is due to the facts of the European 
war: is it not true that the prestige 
of e\erv nation in Europe has been 
impaired' 


No American pretends to be satis- 


fied with the results of our diploma- 
cv. 
But 
are 
Englishmen 
and 


Frenchmen and Germans and Rus- 
sians satisfied with the results of di- 
plomacy? 
They are at war because 


diplomacy did not give them what 
they demanded. 
If diplomacy 
has 


not given us what we demand 
we 


can so to war. 
But the American 


leople must understand what is the 
alternative presented 
to them. 
If 


he\ desire peace they must recog- 
nze that 
the 
Administration 
has 


ised the resources of diplomacy as 
ftectnely as possible. 
Xone of the 


Republican possibilities could 
have 


done any better with diplomacy. 
If 


)r. Hill had remained in Berlin he 
could have done nothing that Just- 
ce Gerard has not done. It anything 
more is desired it must lie outside of 
diplomacy. There must be a change 
of "^enue from the 
Department of 


State to the War Department and 
he Na\y. 


It is time the men who assail the 


^eident advocated war. It is time 
he American people understood that 
hey are not called upon to decide 
between one kind of diplomacy and 
another, but between diplomacy and

In other words, he was as bla- 
ant a believer as any Junker of them 
all in the doctrine of might against 
•ight; only he plumed himself on a 
till greater absence of pretence of 
cruple.
